Harlan  expressed  they  would  like  to  host  another  public  mtg  today  or  tomorrow 
in  Shiprock  to  provide  a general  update  to  the  community,  review  highlights  of 
water  sampling  data  and  what  those  results  mean  for  residents,  and  provide 
the  opportunity  for  the  community  to  ask  questions.  From  the  statement  PDF 
Enrique  sent  around  and  Harry's  update  last  night,  I believe  we  have  the  facts 
as  we  know  them  know,  and  if  there's  anything  else  you  would  like  for  us  to 
share,  please  let  me  know.
